Yes- 
terday the Berlin radio broadcast in celebration of 
Hitlers birthday anniversary was interrupted by a 
ghost voice urging the German people to rise 
against der fuehrer. 
If the voice originated in Ger­ 
many, as one might suppose, there is a little free­ 
dom of speech today even in Germany. 
Our Constitution does guarantee freedom of 
speech, religion and the press: but there is a 
stronger guarantee than that. 
The stronger guar­ 
antee is the determination of the people. 
Let the 
people be determined to retain their freedom, and 
no one can take it away. 
The Constitution is only as strong as the peo­ 
ple make it. 


Washington -T his is one world 
allright 
but take another look at 
it behind the news of the day. 
This war started when Germany 
attacked Poland. 
September 
I, 
19 39 , and 15 day« later, Russian 
troops 
crossed 
Poland's 
border 
cancelling 
Soviet-Polish 
treaties. 
Indignation in this country ran 
high against ix>th Germany and 
Russia, 
Three monins later, on Novem­ 
ber 28 , the Soviet government re­ 
nounced its non-aggression pact 
(19 32) with Finland, 
and, 
two 
days later, invaded that country. 
Popular American opinion against 
Russia hit such heights that we 
collected millions of dollars of our 
good money 
to aid 
the 
Finns 
against the Russian« . 
Anyone in 
our country who did not contrib­ 
ute was an enemy of democracy. 
These almost unanimous public 
beliefs of ours prevailed for near­ 
ly two years when Hitler sudden­ 
ly (June 21, 19 41) turned on Rus­ 
sia. All our thinking switched dia­ 
metrically 
Little Finland began to fight 
back against Russia, but we no 
longer considered her as a val­ 
iant democratic 
nation 
lighting 
against aggression. Her fight was 
the same, but, this time, we looked 
on her as a tool of the nuzis. 
Indeed, 
events 
drew 
us 
the 
whole way around and soon we 
found ourselves also fighting on 
the side of Russia, contributing 
billions to her cause. 
Only last week, we withdrew 
most of our embassy from Fin­ 
land, 
presumably 
because 
she 
would not make peace with Rus­ 
sia. 
We could not afford to be 
aiding an enemy of our new ally.

The folk* at home have been worryiug about 
our men in Tunisia 
Prom such scanty news as 
we had received, a disappointing inference had be­ 
gun to build itself, that American forces were not 
measuring up to the occasion— that time after time 
our men were being saved from military setbacks 
because the British carried the burden 
There was in this no implication of lack of 
courage or devotion. 
But laymen—and a lot of 
military people 
have been worrying leat the Amer­ 
icans just did not possess the necessary training for 
the task that had been handed them. 
If this was 
true of the early contingent* in Africa —presuma­ 
bly the best prepared 
we wondered what would 
happen in Europe when even greener troops had 
to face the flower of the Reich’s veteran fighters. 
Secretary of War Stimaon, with a perspicacity 
which emphasize* the wisdom of letting the public 
in on war news, has gone far toward setting our 
minda at rest 
The Americans did not plough through to the 
coast and "close the trap" on Rommel, say* Mr. 
Stimaon. because that was not their assignment. 
A relatively small contingent of four divisions— 
three infantry and one armored -was ordered to 
hold a 100-milc flank, pressing the Germans suffi­ 
ciently to divert as much axis armor as they could, 
so that General Montgomery’s British Eighth Army 
could 
plow 
through 
the 
Mareth 
line 
and up 
the coast. 
It is the troops who break through and cap­ 
ture territory, materiel and prisoners, to whom the 
headlines go. But like the halfback who makes the 
touchdowns, their success depends upon the self-ef­ 
facing co-ordinated efforts of linemen and of other 
backs whom nobody except a few- skilled experts 
ever notice. 
The Italians are frank, for once, when they 
say that the British Eighth Army is the greatest 
fighting unit in the world today. It and the British 
First Army deserve all the credit they have been 
given for their work in North Africa. 
If General Eisenhower decided to use lus best. 


Undaunted by War 
Atlantic City’s press agent is undaunted by 
global war. 
Come rationing, come U-boats, come 
death on the African desert, on Palm Sunday, "as 
usual, style experts, escorted by a squadron of the 
city’s most photogenic policemen, will single out 
the 5 0 best dressed women on the Walk and award 
them with (sic) corsages," 
A concession to the war is planned 
Men in 
uniform, if accompanying best-dressed contest win­ 
ners, are to receive cartons of cigarets. 
Transportation is a key to victory, but week­ 
end crowds indicate that Palm and Easter Sunday 
crowds "will equal if not surpass those of peace­ 
time years.’' 
Ho, hum. 
That was a terrible dream we were 
having about a second world war. 
Time to wake 
up. 
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This is not 
a new deal problem 
nor the result of any failure of 
willful social experiment. It is a 
dangerous and somewhat tragic 
development. 
Up to this time it has been im­ 
possible to distinguish tiie loyal 
from the disloyal except in rela­ 
tively few individual cases. 
For 
one reason, there has 
been 
not 
enough time nor a large enough 
staff. For another, it is impos­ 
sible to know w hat is in the heart 
of a man or woman who may pro­ 
claim his or her devotion to the 
United States 
only 
to 
acquire 
greater freedom to betray us. In 
the sudden, frightening 
military 
crisis along the west coast, just 
after Pearl Harbor, it was imper­ 
ative that the American govern­ 
ment violate the rights of a great 
number of citizens, with race the 
only consideration. There was not 
time to judge the more than 100,- 
000 individual cases each on its 
merits, so we borrowed from Hit­ 
ler one ol his meanest devices in 
sending them to internment.

plaees in our country in which 
we have attempted to sweep under

These two young group* 
are not trusted, however.

that this homeland was what she 
was fighting for 
not primarily 
to defend democracy or a new 
world democratic federation, or a 
quart of milk a day, not for the 
four freedoms, certainly not our 
conception of them as far as Fin­ 
land and Poland are concerned. 
Our swiftly changing publicity 
promoters, however, have tried to 
make some propaganda mesh out 
of the necessities which brought 
us and Britain into the war on the 
same side and to dovetail our 
ideals and our purposes. They did 
it so enthusiastically that they 
got us to believing that everyone 
on our side looked at this war as 
the average American man in the 
street. 
Perhaps 
they 
even convinced 
themselves - 
until Moscow put 
them right. 
Indeed, Moscow dis­ 
patches say she might have acted 
earlier against the Poles in con­ 
nection with other matters. Molo- 
toff’s note says straight out that 
Russia wants Polish territory. 
And is Molotoff wrong in thus 
preparing to demand Polish terri­ 
tory?

Lou is Gdalman, 
chief chemist 
instru ctor for the Office of Civ il­ 
ian Defense of the Six th district, 
ou tlined _ antidotes and—first—aid 


may soon be u sed against fight­ 
ing forces and civ ilian popu lation*. 
He said the nation wou ld be 
informed soon of new ty pes of 
gases which hav e been dev eloped 
by allied and enemy nations. He 
declared gaa masks “fu rnish ample 
protection against tear gases and 
against the lu ng inju rant sneeze 
gases of phosgene, chlorine, and 
chlorpicrin,” 
Gdalman emphasized “the most 
v iciou s of the gases are the blist­ 
er gases, su ch as Lewisite 
and 
Adamsite. These form gasses by 
ev aporation 
which 
may 
cau se 
third 
degree 
bu ms 
long 
after 
they hav e been fired or dropped 
in densely popu lated centers.” 
The chemist gav e 
the 
nu rses 
technical instru ction on treatm ent 
of su ch third degree bu ms as are 
inflicted by the m u stard gases.

On April 9. 
1923, 
Raymond 
Powers, the appraisal 
discloses, 
assigned the principal of his life 
trust fund to his children. Frank 
A. Raymond, objected to the as­ 
signment but the Surrogate ruled 
that 
the assignment 
was valid 
and ordered that the principal of 
the life 
trust fund 
created 
for 
Raymond Powers. 
In their 
accounting, 
which is 
merely for the 
Raymond Powers 
trust fund, the trustees 
charged 
themselves with $1,919.46 as prin­ 
cipal, and $4.568,28 as income, the 
latter embracing 
a period 
from 
Jan u ary 23. 1923 to June 1st last. 
Against the principal, the trus­ 
tees 
credited 
themselves 
with 
loss in decrease value of property, 
$729.60; and paid for administra­ 
tion and other expenses. 40 cents, 
leaving a balance of $4,189.46. 
Against the 
income, the trus­ 
tees 
credited 
themselves 
with 
payments for administration and 
other expenses, $232.18: and paid 
to Raymond 
Powers. 
$4.249.58 
from February 6, 1923 to April 1. 
1942, leaving a balance of $86.53. 
In signing the decree, Surrogate 
M cGarey directed that the trus­ 
tees take as and for their com­ 
missions, $168.18; 
pay to attor­ 
neys as counsel fees, $404.45; to a 
special guardian, $300; estate of 
the late Raymond Powers, the life 
trust fund beneficiary. $64 40; d i­ 
vide the remainder equally among
